What’s Newat the ANA 


If you aren’t regularly getting emails from the ANA you might not have seen that the 
election for the next board of governors is complete.

Listen, I participate at the Heritage and SB auctions at the 
convention but there are so many ancient/world focussed auction houses that would 
appeal to my customers (and myself) that I would like to see there. I think a little equity 
is needed at the ANA and the old model of biggest bidder controls shouldn't apply toa 
501(c)3 organization.

Chris Rudd Auction 177 (15 July 2021) 


Chris Rudd deals in strictly celtic coinage and while their auctions aren’t hundreds of 
coins they are typically a carefully curated group in each auction. This upcoming 
auction has a mere 33 lots of interesting varieties. One thing to note is that the Chris 
Rudd auctions aren’t like your typical auction. They are similar to the Davisson’s sales 
(out of Minnesota) where if you place a bid then the timer is reset. This can be a bit 
distracting and difficult to navigate as you might need to go back and forth as items

Davissons Ltd. E-Auction 40 (21 July 2021) 


Davissons has a 216 lot e-auction closing on July 21. The sale has a nice selection of U.S., 
world and ancient coins. Notice lots 42-47 which are some wonderful electrotypes from 
the British Museum made by Robert Ready in the 1850’s. These pieces were not made to 
deceive but rather to allow people to own a phenomenal coin for little money. Over the 
last few years these electrotypes have become big sellers in the auctions and prices have 
gone considerably higher. That said, they are still much less expensive than the real 
thing. Another area which Davissons masters is in the British Trade token arena. This 
auction has a wonderful selection of over 30 pieces from the Mike Sussman collection. 
Lot 134 is one of my favorite types (aside from the wildman of course!). If you look on 
my site you’ll notice one of these I owned long ago but have since sold.

The sale closes with some continental currency that many will find interesting even if 
you aren’t a paper money collector. 


CNG E496 (21 July 2021) 


CNG has 960 coins in their upcoming electronic sale. There are two collections that are 
noted in this sale, the Lampasas and the Stein A. Evensen. The Lampasas collection is a 
continuation of a group that had started in previous sales. This portion has about 45 
coins. The coins range from Greek to late Roman. There are some interesting pedigrees 
and most of the coins are in EF or better condition. There are 61 lots from the Stein A. 
Evensen collection. This is a primarily Roman Egypt collection with a smattering of 
other Roman Imperial and Republican types. Obviously there are a lot of other 
consignments in this large auction and certainly something for everyone.

Philip V had the distinction of being the last real Greek king to wage a major battle 
before complete domination by Rome. With Rome busy fighting Carthage, Philip V 
gathered the troops and attempted to gain territory in the Aegean with only Rhodes and 
Pergamum remaining hostile. Unfortunately the great naval battle between the powers 
resulted in a loss by Philip. 


This battle did not ultimately decide the fate of Macedon. Philip continued his course 
and attempted to overpower the emerging Roman armies. He eventually signed a peace 
treaty with Rome but his enemies at Pergamum continued to create tensions and 
suspicion between Rome and Macedon. Infighting within the family between Philip’s 
two sons resulted in one son being executed by his father. Philip died only a year later 
and was replaced by his elder son Perseus who ruled as the last king of Macedon. 


Philip V was routinely compared to Alexander the Great. He was evidently a very 
attractive young man and commanded the attention that Alexander had some 100 years 
earlier. 


This coin has an illustrious pedigree going back to 1909. It was part of the Lockett 
collection and was a duplicate auctioned off by the British Museum. This practice of 
trading duplicates was common in the early 1900’s and continued well into the 1970’s.
